Proceedings at Worcester. 

Worcester, Mass., October 11.—At this 
morning’s session of the Congregational 
council the special committee on the Georgia 
guestion submitted its report. The discussion 
on admission of the Georgia delegation was 
then resumed. Maxwell, colored delegate 
from Georgia, made a speech against the ad 
mission of Georgia white delegates, and said 
the white Congregationalists there would not 
fraternize with the colored. If admitted, it 
would drive the colored men into some other 
church. Dr. Quint, of Boston, opposed ad- 
mitting all the Georgia white delegates except 
one. The discussion brought out many promi- 
nent members and Dr. Robbins, of the south- 
ern delegates, was given the privilege of the 
floor. At noon no decision had been reached, 
and the council adjourned to 2:50 p. m 


The report of the special cummittee on the 
Georgia question concludes as follows:

DEATH IN THE WIRES. 


Horrible Death of a Lineman in New York 
City. 

New Yorkxk, October 11.—An electric line 
man met with a horrible death at the corner of 
Centre and Chambers streets, at 1 o’clock this 
evening from contact with an electric wire. 
He was employed by the Western Union and 
presented a terrible sight as he died on the 
net work of the wires in mid-air while the 
deadly fluid actually made his body sizzle and 
the blood pour out tothe sidewalk and over 
the clothes of the horrified spectators. The 
accident occurring in the middle of the day, in 
one of the busy parts of the city, was witnessed 
by alarge crowd. The man’s body lay limp 


and motionless over the mass of wires attached 
to the cross arms of the poles. Firemen 
brought outa ladder and went up with shears 
to cut the wires. The man was found to be 
dead. 

In fifteen minutes wire had burned off the 

HALF THE MAN’S FACE, 

which was turned toward the sidewalk. His 
left arm was also burning and every few sec- 
onds a blue flame spurted out from various 
parts of his body. Hundreds of people stood 
shivering with horror, as they viewed the 
awful sight overhead. For a time no one 
dared to gonear. A lineman was asked why 
he did not goup. He said: 

‘Tt’s nouse. Heisdead. I don’t know the 
electric wires. {can’t help him. I was on 
the other pole, and I don’t know anything 
about it.’’ 

All this was said in a catching, halting 
voice as if the man was completely overcome 
by his comrade’s fate. Atlast a long ladder 
was taken from an engine house and elevated 
to the fatal network. The ladder remained 
there fifteen minutes before a man bold enough 
to ascend wasfound. When he appeared his 
hands and arms were 

ENCASED IN LONG RUBBER GLOVES 
and carried a pair of shears. Slowly he as- 
cended the ladder. 

Carefully he picked his way through the 
wires until he reached the fourth crosspiece. 
Then he drew his leg over the crosspiece, 
resting the left foot on the crosspiece below. 
Carefully he raised his right hand and snipped 
the wire near the dead man’s face. 

As the wire fell the crowd scattered. Ig an 
instant sparks of fire followed by puffs of smoke 
flew from the dead man’s nose and from 
his calcined wrists. A second wire fell, curl- 
ing among it fellows along Chambers street. 
A third wire was cut. The end flew to the 
northwest corner of Chambers and Center 
streets, striking a policeman upon the head 
and cutting him up with pain. A fourth wire 
fell to the street. Then a livid hand dropped, 
falling on another wire. Another snip and 
the elevated head fell limp and lifeless, ex~ 
posing the ghastly features to those upon the 
east side of Center street. Before-the cutting, 
a rope had been placed over the cosspiece and 
carefully knotted around the dead man’s body. 
A new wire intervened. This was cut. Mean- 
time a second volunteer, without rubber gloves, 
had mounted to the crosspieces and assisted 

IN LOWERING THE BODY. 

The whole side of the man’s face was burned 
away, exposing his teeth. His wrist was cut 
to the bone, and biood was dripping from both 
face and wrist. ; 

Coroner Schultze took charge of the body. 
Deputy Coroner Jenkins, who has witnessed 
some horrifying sights during his official 
career, said that this spectacle was the most 
ghastly he had ever seen.* He was on the 
scene while efforts were being made to get the 
body down. The wire, he said, which cut 
through the lineman’s cheek, had evidently 
entered at the mouth. It had burned clear 
into the cheek-bone. The burning throat had 
severed the windpipe and many muscles and 
veins just below the Adam's apple: If the 
man had remained suspenned in the air much 
longer, his head would have been completely 
severed from his body. 

‘*From the position in which I saw the bod 
supported in the network of wires,’’ he added, 
“‘T can conceive just 

HOW THE ACCIDENT HAPPENED. 

The man had evidently just placed himself 
in position to go to work, by swinging one 
leg overthe crossbeam running parallel with 
Chambers street, where he met his death. He 
reached out and grasped the wire which gave 
him the deadly shock. This was, as I under- 
stood it, the fire department telegraph wire, 
which was crossed by an electric light wire at 
some distant point. The shock may or may 
not have killed him instantly but it certainly 
rendered him unconscious, so that his face fell 
downward. On learning the particulars of the 
dreadful accident I sent a statement to Mayor 
Grant, who was sick at the horror. His honor 
replied, ordering that the dangerous wires be 
immediately taken down, and this order was 
sent to the bvard of electrical control to ex- 
ecute.”’

Four Men Killed. 

PrrrssurG, October 11.—A wreck ovocurred 
on the Cleveland, Wheeling and Lorain rail- 
road, two miles west of Bridgeport, Ohio, this 
morning between an engine and caboose carry- 
ing about one hundred laborers. One train 
was going north and a freight with a caboose 
coming south. A general smash-up was the 
result. Four men, whose names could not be 
learned, were killed and twelve were fatally 
injured. The cause of the collision has not 
been learned. — 


The Bookkeeper’s Bail. 

CuicaGo, October 11.—Harry F. Clifford, 
formerly bookkeeper for Gibson, Parish & Co,, 
and under indictment for stealing $25,000 fr 
them, walked, into Judge Horton’s court this 
morning and gave bail in $5,000. Clifford was 
indicted September 30th, but he had disap- 
peared several days before, and ever since has 
succeeded in keeping out of the way. His 
attorney says Clifford will stand trial, and has 
a clear case.

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THEY MEET IN PEACE 


THE CZAR AND EMPEROR WILLIAM 
HUG EACH OTHER 


AND BISMARCK RECEIVES A GRIP. 


Berlin Tenders a Uearty Welcome to 
Russia’s Ruler—The City Decorated 
and Salutes Fired. 


Beary, October 11.—The czar arrived here 
this morning. He was accompanied by Grand 
Dake George, his second son. Emperor Wil- 
liam, several of the royal princes, Prince 
Bismarck, Count Herbert Bismarck and a 
number of generals and court officials received 
the czar and grand duke at Lenrter station. 
The czar was attired in the uniform of the 
German Alexander regiment, of which he is 
honorary colonel. He and Emperor William 
embraced repeatedly. 

After the greeting was over, the czar turned 
to Prince Bismarck and 

SHOOK HANDS WITH HIM. 

He also held a brief conversation with the 
chancellor. Members of the czar’s suite were 
then presented to the suite of Emperor Will- 
iam, after which the guard of honor defiled 
before the czar, the band playing the Russian 
national hymn. The party then proceeded to 
the state carriages, which were in. waiting, 
and drove through Brandenburg across to 
Koenigsplatz to the Russian embassy, the 
horses going on a fast trot forthe entire dis 
tance. 

SALUTING THE PARTY. 

As the imperial carriages passed Branden- 

burg gate a park of artillery began firing a sa- 


lute of 101 guns. Streets along the route were 
plentifully decorated with flags and bunting. 
The crowd did not cheer as the czar passed 
along. 

Emperor William wore the uniform of the 
Russian Wyborga regiment, and had on his 
breast decoration of the Russian order of ‘St. 
Andrews. Prince Bismark wore his Russian 
order. Admirals attached to the British chan- 
nel squadron, which is now at Kiel, were 
present at Skalon when the czar arrived, and 
were saluted by him. Emperor William took 
his departure from the Russian embassey after 
remaining there a few minutes. Prince Bis- 
marck remained and held a conversation with 
the czar, lasting twenty minutes. The czar 
took luncheon with the German officers form- 
ing his special suite. 

A DEJOUNER. 


Instead of leaving the Russian embasgey 
after a few minutes’ stay, as previously stated, 
Emperor William remained to attend a de- 
jouner given by the Russian embassador. 
Count Schouualoff presided and the two em- 
perors and all their attendants were present. 
Count Schouvaloff, raising his glass, wel- 
comed the czar and called for three cheers for 
his majesty. There was a hearty response 
and the band of the Alexander regiment 
played the Russian national anthem. The 
cZar, speaking in French, toasted Emperor 
Willian. The two emperors conversed ani- 
matedly during the repast. Emperor Wiliam 
left the embassey at 12:30 p. m. 

In the afternoon the czar drove out in an 
open carriage,surrounded by cavalry. He vis- 
ited Ex-Empresses Augusta and Frederick. 
On returning to the embassay, the czar retired 
for a short time for rest and quiet. 

THE CZAR AND BISMARCK. 

At 4:40 o’clock Prince Bismarck remained in 
conference with the czar till 6 o’clock. The 
chancellor, upon leaving,was escorted to a cer- 
riage by Count Schouvaloff, Russian ambas- 


sador. 

Dinner in honor of the czar was given this 
evening at the white house hall of the Schloss, 
at which 140 covers were laid. 

The czar, dressed in Uplan uniform, sat be 
tween the emperor and empress, facing Prince 
Bismarck. The emperor, toasting the czar, 


said : 

“I drink to the welfare of my honored friend 
and guest, the emperor of Russia, and to acon- 
tinuance of the friendship which has existed 
between our house for over one hundred years, 
and which I am resolved to cherish as a legacy 
from my ancesturs.’’ 

The czar replying, thanked the emperor for 
his friendly sentiments, and drank to his wel- 
fare. Turning then to Prince Bismarck, the 
czar raised his glass and drank tothe chan- 
cellor, whostood up, emptied his glass, and 
bowed deeply. There wasasimilar exchange 
between Emperor William and the Russian 
embassador. 

A ROYAL DINNER. 

Ex-Emopress Frederick will give a dinner in 
honor of the czar tomorrow. Invitations are 
limited to royal personages. The Russian im- 
— yachts, Derjava and Czarina, have left 

iel, returning to Copenhagen. The Rech- 
serganger Says: .- 

The guest of the emperor has been welcomed to 
the capital with the veneration due the ruler of the 
great state on peaceful torms with Germany. The

May the visit conduceto the 
welfare and happiness of both nations, 

AT THE OPERA. 

At the opera the czar wore his Prussian 
uniform, while the emperor wore his own 
cuirassier unifom, Both looked grave and 
sombre till the ballet began, when their faces 
lighted up, and thereafter they conversed in a 
gay and unconstrained manner. Part of Wag- 
ner’s ‘‘Unrheinegold”’ was given, followed by 
‘‘Coppelia Beltin.’’ The czar sat between the 
emperor and empress, and members of the 
German royal family were present. In the 
interval between the opera and ballet tea 
was served in the royal box. 


The Bank Won the Suit. 


New Yor, October 11.—The Citizens’ 
bank, of Richmond, Va., recovered a verdict of 
$2,091 in the supreme court today before Judge In- 
graham by default against Charlies H. Field and 
Maurice B, Flynn.

THE SHINING WHEELS. 


A Statement About the Coinage of Silver 
Dollars. 


Wasnincton, October 11.—A statement 
prepared at the treasury department shows 
that the total amount of standard silver dol- 
lars in the treasury against which certificates 
may be issued is $5,176,171. Of a total coinage 
of $341,199,650, silver dollars, there is in the 
treasury $282,829,333, against which$there are 
in circulation $277,753,162 of certificates. The 
amount of standard dollars in circulation is 
$38,370,377 and the count of silver certificates 
in the treasury is $2,582,205. A gradual in- 
crease of silver balance is being urged upon 
the administration as argument ia favor of an 
increase in the coinage of silver dollars to the 
maximum limit of four million dollars per 
month. Under the present system the maxi- 
mum limit, two million dollars, only is coined. 

It was rumored that the cabinet meeting 
today considered a proposition to increase the 
silver dollars, but Secretary Windom said this 
afternoon there was no foundation whatever for 
such a rumor, as the silver question had not 
even been mentioned at:the meeting, It was 
explained by an oflicer of the department that 
the decrease in silver balance was due to the 
recent heavy demand for coins. of small de- 
nominations for use inthe regular fall trade, 
but that as this demand has’ been fully met 
there is now every reason to expect a reaction 
which will strengthen the silver balance.

A FALSE PROPHET. 


A White Man Personates a Negro Woman 
for Evil. 


HeveEna, Ark., October 11.—For the last few 
days the white people of Monroe county have 
been in a fever of excitement over what they 
thought would result in a serious race trouble 
between the whites and blacks. 

Several days since a person, apparently a 
colored womaa, a stranger in those parts, in- 
stituted a series of religious meetings among 
the negroes around Holly Grove. She also 
made several incendiary speeches to them. 
Soon afterwards the whites,began to investigate 
and questioned quite a number of negroes 
concerning the character of the meetings that 
the woman had been carrying on. The negroes 
were reticent and refused to talk. As soon as 
the investigations were commenced the strange 
woman left for parts unknown, and with her 
departure there was a general purchasing 
of Winchester rifles among the blacks. This 
gave the whites additional alarm, ana they 
took steps to protect themselves from any rash 
movement thaf might be attempted by the 
blacks. Several of the blacks have left the 
neighborhood, leaving their crops untouched. 

It is supposed that the woman was really a 
white man disguised as a negro woman. At 
present the people are a little more galm. The 
above was related by twoof the mtst promi 
nent farmers of this county, who live near the 
Monroe county line.

ITHE POLE TOO SHORT 


OLIVE BILL AGAIN TABLED 
AFTER A TEST VOTE. 


A VERY LIVELY DAY ON THE MEASURE 


Ite Friends Unwillingto Bring It to a Vote 
Yesterday—The Bill Cannot Pass— 
Reflections on the Day’s Work. 


THE 


to indefinitely postpone the Olive bill ‘and 
pending substitutes, shows that the bill is 
doomed to certain defeat, as Tue Constirv- 
TION has all along predicted. 

The vote stood 77 against indefinite post- 
ponement, and 67 for it, leaving a balance of 
30 votes unaccounted for. Of these 30, several 
can not return on account of sickness, though 
the absent sick members are against the 
Olive bill, and several more are unavoidably 
detained. Of the remainder a decided major- 
ity are outspoken in opposition to the bill, and, 
if here, would vote against it, when on its 
passage. 

Thus, even if the full 77 #votes 
for indefinite postponement are present, 
and are cast for the bill, it will be impossible 
to gain enough from the unaccounted 30 to 
poll the necessary 88 votes to pass the bill. 

But the 77 votes cast yesterday for indefinite 
postponement by no means indicate that all of 
the members so voting will vote for the bill on 
its passage. 

Let one of them speak. 

Mr. Tyson, of McIutosh, says: “I voted 
against indefinite postponement because I 
wanted to bring the bill to a direct vote to 


have the satisfaction of killing it. I made up 
mv mind that I would vote ‘no’ on every prop- 
osition about the thing, and I am going to 
stick to 1t all the way through. And there are 
several others just exactly in my fix.” 

Of the 77, tive will not 
vote for the bill, léaving, therefore, with evory 
one of the others to be present 16 votes neces- 


sary to pass the bill. 

These 16 votes cannot be gotten from yester- 
day’s absentees, and not a man of the 67 who 
voted for indefinite postponement can be 
shaken from his faith so emphatically ex- 
pressed in the vote to indefinitely postpone. 

Then what wi!l become of the bill ? 

It will be defeated. 

And it will be if every member in the house 
is present when the vote is taken—from the 
simple fact that over 88 members of the 
house—a majority—are against any such legis- 
lation. 

In the meantime, the bill is on the table, 
where it was put at the request of its support- 
ers, who, for the fourth time, have refused to 
come up to the rack. 


Detalls of the Debate. 


One more speech to be made. 

That was in favor of indefinite postpone- 
ment. 

So matters stood yesterday morning when 
the Olive bill—as unfinished business of the 
preceding day—came up. 

A careful count of the votes had shown with 
certainly a majority against the indefinite 
postponement. 

Under these conditions Judge Lawson, of 
Putnam, delivered his speech yesterday. 

He svoke for over two hours against the bill, 
and from beginning to end was listened to with 
marked attention. It was a great speech. 
The constitutional argument was generally 
pronounced one of the finest made in a Georgia 
legislature since the war. It was unanswer 
able. 

Judge Lawson practically covered the whole 
argument against the bil Ho is always 
original, and the difficult task assigned him 
was carried out better, —_ than it could 
have been by any other member of the house. 

It was a practical, thoughtful speech from 
beginning toend, withno attempt at oratory, 
but it won unstinted applause by its very force 
and earnestness.

A GALLANT ILLINOIS DEMOCRAT IN 
GBORGIA, 


Cleveland's First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Viewing the Land—Reminiscences of 
His Tilinois Campaigns.

TOO STAUNCH A DEMOCRAT 
to neutralize himself by accepting. In per- 
sonal appearance he is a tall, broad-shouidered, 
commanding figure, with a clear complexion, 
light gray bairand mustache, with a clear 
blue eye that looks directly at you. In con- 
versation he is direct, andisa most pleasant 
talkeranda fluent orator. As a campaign 
speaker he is hard to excel, being interesting, 
logical, forcible and humorous. by turns, and 
capable of holding and swaying his 
audience at will. He 1s in the prime 
of life, and it is safe to say his political career 
has just begun. Should Illinois ever swing in- 
to the democratic column, General Stevenson 
will undoubtedly sit in the senate as one of its 
United States senators, a place he would fill 
with honor and distinction. He is a man of 
power inthe democratic councils of his na- 
tive state, and can have his party’s nomination 
for the governor for the asking. Being closely 
connected with the leaders of the democratic 
party, he may be traveling over the south, 
feeling the pulse of the people as to the next 
democratic candidate, but if this is 
so, ho keeps the fact carefully con- 
cealed. General Stevenson aud Major W. L. 
Glessner,editor of the Recorder,are old political 
cronies, having fought many a hard battle to- 
gether back in the 70’s, when General Steven- 
son wasa candidate for congress, and Major 
Glessner was editor of the Clinton, 1ll., Reg- 
ister, and many are the anecdotes tbe writer, 
then foreman of the Register, could tell of the 
two, and the schemes they would concoct to 
defeat the enemy, and the wild rides 
they would take to reach some 
democratic ‘‘rally’’ or meeting.

She, 
however, is not suspected of having had any 
knowledge of the tact that the flour was pois- 
oned, but is supposed to be the intended vic- 
tim of the would-be poisoner, who, it is _ be- 
lieved, is Sarah Benford,colored, Sarah Ben- 
ford has been arrested, and on her preliminary 
trial the following criminating facts were 
— against her: She had a grudge against 
ou Gaither; was desirous of being too inti- 
mate with Lou’s husband, and 
when her house was searched, after 
the poisuning, a key belonging to Lou’s hus- 
band and unlocking the door to his house, was 
found in Sarah's house between the mattresses 
toher bed. ‘When asked about the key she 
claimed that it belonyved to her and had been 
in her possession for some time. The real 
owner of the key identified it as hisown. The 
biscuits have not been analyzed, but the medi 
cal testimony so far taken indicates that the 
flour had arsenic in it. The supposition is that 
Sarah Benford put the poison in Lou Gaither’s 
flour for the purpose of getting rid of her, and 
that a portion of it reached Mr. Dyer’s family 
in the manner before mentioned. fortunately 
none of the persons partaking of it suffered 
any serious consequences therefrom, and they 
will all recover from the effects of the poison. 
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FIREBUGS RUN OUT, 


Savannah Narrowly Escapes Another Con- 
flagration. 

SAVANNA, Ga., October 11.—[Special.]— 
Firebugs were discovered this morning in an 
attempt to set fire to a house on the southwest 
corner of Randolph and Perry streets. The 
block consists of large frame houses. P. But~- 
timer owns one on the corner, and the adjoin- 
ing one. Both are two-story houses. Mrs, 
Paul occupies the one which the incendiaries 
tried to burn. They sprinkled the stoop with 
kerosene, and stuffed cotton and lightwood be- 
tween the stoop and the side of the house. A 
neighbor across the street Was getting up at4 
o’clock. Looking out of a window he saw a flash 
and the figures of two orthree men. He ran 
out on the street, and the negroes ran off. The 
cotton, which was also sprinkled with kKero- 
sene, was in a blaze. This was put out before 
the weatherboarding or the stoop caught. In 
a minute or two the house would have been 
on fire. Allof that section is built up with 
wood, and the result might have proved disas- 
trous. The negroes were not recognized and 
there is no clew tothem. The supposition is 
that they are members of a gang of incendia- 
ries who have been operating for months.

STILL ON STRIKE. 


THE RAILROAD YARD COUPLERS 
AND CONDUCTORS YET IDLE. 


The Central and Atlanta and West Point 
Continue to Move Cars, Bat With Dif- 
ficalty. 


The yard couplers’ strike continues and the 
strikers were reinforced. by five more men yester- 
day. 

The recruits weremen who were employed by 
tLe company during the morning, but joined the 
strikers after a few hours’ work. 

Hands were brought in from the main line and 
two trains on the Central, with sixty loaded cars, 
ang one on the Atianta and West Point, 
with eighteen cars, were moved during the 
day with the few hands that still 
remained at work. Rumors were rife that men 
would be brought from Montgomery, Columbus and 
Savannah, but none arriv 

The Atlanta and West Point broughi in the Gepot 
force andone engineer and fireman from West 
Point, but no yard men. 

Engines and cabs came in from several points, 
having left their cars at other places outside of the 
city. oe is wary eee re pat, but the pas- 
senger trains were all runn regularly. 

Mr. Hege and Mr. Norman came in from Savan- 
nah, and set to work to adjust matters, Mr. Hege 
said yesterday evening: 

“We feel confident of getting all freight trains 
out tomorrow with little or no —. We shall 
certainly have the yards supplied with men ina 
7 time, and everything will move along as 
usual,’’ 

Conductor C. W. Smith, who was called ‘‘a scab”’. 
in a published interview yesterday morning, said: 

“That imputation is unjusttome. I was in the 
employ of the East Tennessee road at the time the 
resolution to ask an ingrease of wages was 
adopted by the brotherhood, and I never. signed 
any such agreement Iremained at work because 
I am obliged to- work. It isa matter of necessity 
with me,”’ 

Conductor Friddell, a leader of the strike, said: 

“The outlook is favorable. We intend to hold 
out until our demands are complied with, We feel 
that it 1s a simple matter of justice, and that our de- 
mands are not unreasonable. Other roads pay like 
wages, and we feel that we are entitled to them, 
too. We will not give up until we are granted our 
demands, or our places are filled,”’ 

Conductor Albert Johnson, another leader, said: 

“We will reniain right here, quiet and orderly, 
and shall do notning that is unlawful or unbecom- 
ing ourselves as honest laboriug men. We hope for 
an adjustment tomorrow, and believe that the pros- 

ects are fair for an amicable settiement of the ex- 
sting differences.”’ 

The men were very quiet yesterday, and the po- 
lice who were on duty at the yards had no trouble 
whatever with the strikers. 

The latest rumor at midnight was that there was 
a possibilijy of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
yard wen joining in the strike. 

Another rumor was that the places of the strikers 
will be filled with negroes today. Some negroes 
were offered good wages to work last night, but 
they declined, saying they were afraid of getting 
into trouble, but that they would be ready for work 
this morning,

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Now Kill the Olive Bill. 

The legislature, by a vote of 67 yeas to 
77 nays, refused to indefinitely postpone the 
Olive bill and the various substitutes by 
Mr. Berner and others. 

The motion to indefinitely postpone was 
the strongest phase that the question could 
be voted on for the friends of the bill. 

The many differences that have sprung 
up among its supporters show clearly that 
they want to do something but are. not 
agreed what it shall be. With some, any- 
thing to injure the railroads in Georgia is 
agreeable; some are actuated by a desire to 
restrict the lease of the state road, while 
others want to discharge their duty under 
their oath. 

It is unfortunate for our state at any time 
that such extreme measures are attempted 
against our railroads. It is more especially 
unfortunate now. The state has eight mil- 
lion dollars in a railroad that belongs to our 
people—not alone to the tax-payers but to 
allour people. Every man, woman and 
child is interested in a proper rental of this 
road. If it is not rented and goes into pol- 
itics, and the state loses the revenue, every 
man in the state will suffer more or less. 

Then again, the record for railroad build- 
ing in the United States for 1888 and the 
first six months of 1889, shows Georgia the 
leading state. Under such legislation as is 
attempted the state will undoubtedly fall to 
the rear. It will put us behind ten years. 
No sane man will put a dollar in railroad 
stocks or bonds in Georgia under such cir- 
cumstances. 

We have confidence in the patriotism of 
the legislature, and believe when this Dill 
comes to be voted on that it will be defeated. 
The arguments of the opponents of the Dill 
were not answered in the discussion that 
has taken place in the past three days, and 
they cannot be. 


Statistics and Common Sense. 

The statement is made that a committee, 
appointed by the British Medical associa- 
tion, reports the average age of total ab- 
stainers to be fifty-one years and twenty- 
two days; habitually temperate drinkers, 
sixty-tbree years and thirteen days; care- 
less drinkers, fifty-nine years and sixty-seven 
days, and habitual drinkers fifty-seven years 
and fifty-nine days. 

According to these remarkable figures, 
the habitual drinker may reasonably expect 
to live six years longer than the total absti- 
nence man, while the temperate or moder- 
ate drinker may count on outliving his cold- 
water neighbor some twelve years or so. 

No doubt these statistics will impress a 
great many people, but it should be recol- 
lected that statistics are not always reliable. 
We must exercise our common sense in 
passing judgment upon these matters. The 
British Medical association may issue its 
reports by the score, but no perfectly sane 
man will believe that a fellow, who is all 
the time full of liquor, stands a better 
chance of living to. a good old age thana 
man who has never touched aleohol. The 
thing is not reasonable. 

But these figures may be accepted with- 
out any damage to the cause of total absti- 
mence. Let us take a common-sense view 
Admitting that the average total 
abstinence man dies at the age of fifty-one, 
he has enjoyed, after reaching manhood, 
thirty years of life, in the full possession of 
his faculties, and with a continuous capac- 
ity for work and pleasure. On the other 
hand, the habitual drinker, after reaching 
the age of twenty-one, it is fair to say loses 
about half of his time, and really lives only 
about eighteen years, for the time passed in 
inebriety, and its resulting illness, and the 
consequent loss of employment should not 
be counted as a part of a useful, enjoyable 
life. Viewed in this light, the total absti- 
nence man actually lives fifty-one years, but 
the habitual drinker lives only thirty-nine 
years. 

It will take something besides statistics 
to convince sensible people that alcohol is 
the genuine elixir of life.

Chalmers, who was nominated by the re- 
publicans as a candidate for governor of 
Mississippi, has disappointed his party and 
the few friends he had, by announcing that 
he cannot make tle race, 

This is avery queer statement to come 
from the original bulldozer, the man who 
massacred the negroes at Fort Pillow. He 
pretends that he is afraid of the democrats, 
and he seems to be very sure that he can 
not get justice, but the truth probably is 
that he is afraid of the negroes. At any 
rate, Chalmers is no longer a candidate and 
another farce is played out.

A bullet through the brain had taken away 
life, and tbat bullet was fired, it is believed, 
by a suicide’s hand. Ou the body there was 
found asingle:slhp of paper which contained 
the following:

The Marietta and North Georgia bill was 
taken up in the house yesterday afternoon, under 
the order of house bills amended by the senate. 

An amendment to this bill—putonin the sen 
ate—provides for the extension of the read from 
Marietta to Atlanta,

connection by way of Knoxville, Tenn., and pros 
vides a Geo market aud through shipment fo 
nerth G ia products.

“Tiat pro- 
Vision was in the original house bil, and out of an 
abundance of caution the senate bas repeated it in 
this extension amendment.” 

“Well, Mr. Speaker,”’ continued Mr. McDorald, 
“I am opposed to the bill, anyhow. The 
Western and Atlantic is the only road in Georgia 
in which every Georgian—rich or poor—owns an 
interest. I feel personally interested in it. Itisa 
duty we owe the whole people to protect the inter- 
ests of the road. To charter this road is to establish 
a competing line that cuts the rvad in two at 
Marietta and lessens its dividends. That meaus to 
lessen the state’s income from the road, and 1 ain 
opposed to any such thing. Whatever may be the 
advauingss on the other side, they don't goto the 
whole people and to all parts of the state. A few 
people and a particular section gather in what the 
whole state loses. I am opposed to the bill,’”’ 

JUDGE HARRELL, OF WEBSTER. 

“To charter this road competing with the state’s 
road,” said he, “is to take momey out of the com- 
mon school fund and cripple our school system. It 
takes away one-sixth of the present value of the 
state road. It will hurt ihe lease, for a corporation 
would give us more for the W. & A. without this 
competing line than with it. Now here, gentle- 
men, are two points—Atlanta and Marietta—oniy 
twenty miles apart. There is already one road 
built, and we are asked to charter another. What 
would you think if you were asked to charter a new 
road from here to Jonesboro, twenty miles out on 
the Central road? How could any road do business 
with its line tapped all along by these twenty mile 
local roads?”’ 

“T want to give the gentleman a chance while he 
is on the floor,” said Mr. Howell, ‘to explein why 
he didn’t oppose granting a charter to the Atlanta 
and Lithonia road. That's a little twenty mile 
reed competing with the Georgia road—not only 
that, but its charter actually condemns twoand a 
half milesofthe Georgia railroad right of way. 
Why didn’t you oppose that bill?’ 

“| have never voted to charter a road,’ said 
Judge Harrell, ‘‘where it was proposed to.run alovg- 
side an existing read for twenty consecutive miies.’’ 

‘The journal shows,” said Mr. Howell, ‘‘that the 
Atlanta and Lithonia charter was passed in the 
house unanimously, It also shows that the gentile- 
man from Webster was in his seat on that day.’’

“Two gentlemen have spoken,”’ said he, ‘‘oppos- 
ing this bill on what seems tome the very narrow 
aud very peculiar ground that it will compete with 
the state ruad from this point. Only this morning 
those same two gentlemen talked and voted for 
competitive railroad legislation. ‘Let us have com- 
petition |’ they said, ‘Down with monopoly!’ I was 
with them heartily, and I believe the people of the 
state are. How, then, in the name of common 
sense, do they explain this glaring inconsistency? 
Tie siate has a railroad monopoly between Atlanta 
aud Marietta, A charter is asted for a competing 
line. How can we refuse? Let us have the compe- 
tition. Wall you indorse a policy that guarantees 
competition in every other part of the 
‘tute, and refuse competition in this solitary 
Mustance’ Only a few days ago, as the gentiemun 
from Fulton states, we chartered a short road i1om 
Atlanta to Lithonia, competing with the Georgia 
road. The tracks were not only parallel, but two 
and a half miles of the Georgia railroad track was 
condemned. There could be no plea that a new 
territory wes being developed. The sole argument 
was this—that a great industry was at the mercy of 
one railroad. They bad only one outlet, and. they 
wanted competition. Wegaveit. Now, how can 
we refuse in this case?

The State 
road runs from Atlanta to Chattanooga and the 
Mariettia and North Georgia roadsruns trom Ma- 
rietta to Murphey, N.C. They traverse aifferent 
sections of our country and from the mere position 
of the two roads one can see that neither will suffer 
from competition. Each isa support tothe other, 
because each road develops a section the other 
could reach. 

MR. HOWELL, OF FULTON, 
the author of the bill, followed. 

“This opposition,” said he. “has no foundaticn 
but vindiciveness. My friend from Webster can’t 
claim that consistency forced him into his peculiar 
position on this bill. I repeat it, his conduct is 
strangely inconsistent. The Atlantaand Lithonia 
charter was granted without one dissenting vote, 


and the gentleman from Webster was present on

Only a few hours ago he argue with all his 
energy and logicin favor of ‘competition.’

Past litigatiion is responsible for a prejudice 
against the road. It has been claimed that the 
stock holderis are outside people, and the state has 
been fairly duped intoaconsiderable appropria- 
tion.. That mekes absolutely no difference, I 
am not representing the stockholders, They 
have not once been considered in this 
matter. My appeal is for the business 
interests of AUlanra, and for the people of the whole 
state. Here is this wonderful mineral and marble 
country at our very doors, and practically undevel- 
oped because we haye no direct railroad communi- 
cation. As that country develops, without this 
extension Knoxville is the natural and only 
distributing point for its products. 

It does seem narrow minded to argue that because 
one corner of Georgia don’t derive a direct benefit, 
that they willoppose it. There is no truthin any 
snch argument. What helps north Georgia will 
help south Georgia. Money will be poured into— 
instead of taken from—the treasury.

He argued with 
all his old-time energy and force, making his prac- 
tical! speech in really an eloquent Manner and Car- 
rying conviction with it. 

Ife was listened to with marked attention, 

“I shall take a very few moments only,” said he, 
“and could not have been induced to do even that 
had not this question concerned so nraterially the 
business interests of the county 1 have the honor 
10 represent, and the prusperizy of that entire sec~ 
tion of the state. The country people in Corb 
county are unanimons in favor of the bill, while 
the citizens of Marietta are divided. A local ob- 
geation isthat the benefit is chiefly to Atlanta, 

hat is no objeciion in my mind. 1 am proud of 
this city, and what benefits Atlauta—as the capital 
and natural distributing point—benefits Georgia, 

Let’s look at this froma broader view. Don’t 
discriminate. Dou’t make the sate onter into such 
petty dealing with itsown people. Don’t make her 
announce a policy in one hour, and set the exam- 
ple of anh ae | and ignoring it in the next. 

The charter, aside from the reasous aiready ad- 
vaticed, can’t hurt the lease of the read. If this 
legislature don't charter it, the next legislature 
will. It’s a matter of a few months. The people 
that lease the Western and Atlantic will under- 
s'and that, and will make ailowance for it. It 
won't make a cent's dillerence whether the charter 
is passed now, or put off to be passed as soon as the 
lease is signed, 

Moreover, this road runs from Atlanta to Knox- 
ville. The Western and Atlantic goes from Atlanta 
to Chattanooga. They ° through two different 
sections of country, aud the parallel tracks between 
here and Marietta, just twenty miles, is simply in- 
significant. They compete for little more than the 
local trade between here and Marietta, but even if 
the competition extended along the entire length 
the people derive the benefit and the state loses 
nothing. Opposition on this line is short-sighted 
policy—the state loses nothing. 

Now, it will cost $1,000,000 to build that road from 
Marietta to Atlanta and provide terminal facilities. 
A corporation comes and asks to inveat $1,000,000 In 
an enterprise. Aside from the aunty and consist- 
ency involved, can werefuse? There is $1,000,000 
in Georgia that wouldn’t have come here. The 
taxable values of the astute are increased; the ad- 
vantages of competition are secured; a new section 
is developed and the taxable vaines greatly in- 
creased again; a Georgia market is provided for 
that country; employment is given to Georgians in 
building and ruaning the exicnsion. and a

But above all, there is clearly a principle in- 
volved iv tnis measure, and I have felt it my duty 
to take the position I have in the ciscussion.’ 

MR. HAND, OF MITCHELL,

With a view to securing a vote, if possible, before 
the hour of adjournment the previous question was 
called on the bill and amendment.

The bill comes up this morning, and the vote 
will first be taken on the amendment. 


THE SENATE. 


Yesterday was devoted to reading and pass- 
ing billsin thesenate. The expected speech 
by Senator Lyle was not forthcoming. He

1. Therefore, be it resolved by the senate, That a 
commiitee of five be appointed on the part of the 
senate to inquire and report to the senate the claims 
of said lessees avainst thé state. The comrnittee 
will report the facts, and not report conclusions or 
recoinmendations, 

2. Be it further resolved that said committee in- 
quire of said lessees and report to the seuate the 
engines, cars and other personal property of the 
state which they can retuip to the state atthe end 
of the present jease, and réport au accurate descrip~ 
tion of each engine, Gar and other personal property 
so far as possibie, and that said committee a-certain 
from said lessees and report to the senate the man- 
ner in which said lessees propose to settle with the 
state for snch engines, cars and other es 
erty which they cannot return at the end of the 
present lease, 

Under the rules the resolution went over till to- 
day, when it will probabiy come up with its prede- 
cessor.

Clews &Co’s cirenlar op the cotton market today says: 
Our market during the week under socio has bcen 
more active than for some weeks, and at timesthere 
was much excitement, as the bears were forced to 
cover. In the early part of the week there was an 
apprehension that the bureau report would not be 
as favorable as was generally expected. Then came 
reports of cool weather, which hardened prices, 
Frost fell in @ large number ot places throughout 
the south, and the first report of damage to the crop 
were greatly cxa cgerated, Lut the effect was io cause 
& rush to cover, and seilers became scarce. Thead- 
vance was quite sharp, especially In November and 
December options, which advanced 23@25 points, 
while the balance of the list gained from 13@15 
points. Yesterday these prices brought in large 
selling orders, but the offerings were readily taken, 
and the close was firm at the advance, This morn- 
ing, however, Liverpool came in lower at a decline 
of 2@3-64, which was a great disappointment to the 
bulls end supporters of ihe market generally, and 
at the opening there was a general ruth to sell, un- 
der the influence of which prices quickly yielded 6 
@7 points and later 4 points additional. The snap 
seemed to have been taken out of the market 
through this rather sudden change of sentiment, 
and the free buyers of yesterday were the most con- 
spicuous as well as aggressive sellers today. The 
bureau report, afler being thoroughly digested by 
the conservatives in this market, was generally dis- 
believed, and this fact, together with the heavy 
realizing, has left the situation in a very uncertain 
state. All of our later advices from every state 
confirm our first reports, that the frost did no dam- 
age, but was really a benefit to the crop more than 
otherwise. Spot cotton has declined 34c during the 
week, and sales were very light, aggregating only 
1,577 bales. The small stock of available cotton 
here, however, limits business, there being only 
1:,500 bales in store. The southern markets show 
ome declines over last week, but with rather light 
Ssales. The receipts at the interior towns are lighter 
than was expected, and promise to show quitea 
decrease over last week. There has been more ac- 
tivity in the Liverpool market this week, as spin- 
ners seemed willing to buy atthe decline. Sales 
for the week aggregated 57,000 bales, of which 
45,000 bales were of American product. With lib- 
eral arrivals and offerings prices have declined from 
6 11;16d to644d. Thestock of cotton of all kinds 
now in Liverpool is 316,000 bales, of which 190,000 
bales are American cotton. The market for futures 
has ruled fairly steady with rather narrow fluctua- 

ions. There market there did not get excited over 
reports of killing frosis throughout the coiton sec- 
tion in this country, and their advance has not 
been equal to ours by any means.

Contrary to our cables and tothe general expecta- 
tion here Liverpool opened 1 to 3-64c lower than 
yesterday's closing, and with one sixteenth decline 
on spots. We have received no explanation why 
they have taken a favorable view of the bureau re- 
port, but suppose the cause of it inust be cables from 
this side disparaging the government report. There 
seems no reason other than this for such a decline, 
when an advance seemed to be entirely in order. 
There was considerable pressure to sell here, owing 
tothe disappointment, and much of the cotton 
bought yesterday was sold, At the same time those 
who sold yesterday bave been buyers all day, and 
the market closes slightly better than the opening 
on some months. We do not believe there will be 
sel.ing to any extent at this decline after the report 
of the bureau has been more thoroughly considered 
and digested. We beg to call attention to the 
amount of stock in New York—27,000 bales—and 
the very same causes which prevent an accumula- 
tion of stock there now are likely to exist for some 
time, as itis impossible for cotton to be landed in 
New York except at a heavy loss, and in the mean~ 
time the short interest can hardiy be one to promise 
profitable results, unless a greater decline in spots 
takes place than now seems probable.

THE CHICAGO MAKKET. 


Features ef the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, October 11—Wheat— The government 
crop report was made public yesterday, placing the 
yield per acre at 12.8 bushels, making an aggregate 
yield of about 495,000,000 bushels, had the effect of 
causing a very weak opening, prices being 144@1%c 
below the close yesterday. The market did not act 
strained yesterday, notwithstanding the sharp ad- 
vance, but the traders had made their calculation 
on the report not showing a crop of over 455,000,000 
bushels. A more favorable showing of the report 
was a disappointment to the bulls, which caused a 
general unloading of longs by those who had not 
sold yesterday, they being anxious to realize, and 
the decline was rapid. Especially was the break 
from the‘close of the exchange yesterday tothe 
opening today unfortunate to parties who had stop 
limit orders. The action of a prominent local tra- 
der who bought freely, presumably to cover shorts, 
did much to prevent any further break in prices, 
the market fora time being quite panicky, There 
was less talk ofexport today, All the wheat that 
cameon the market and at short interest, it fs 
thought Is pretty well covered. The prices declined 
toa point 244c for December and 2c for May below 
yesterday's outside or closing prices and closed at 
inside figures. 

A good business was traysacted in corn and the 
feeling developed was easier, the bulk of trading 
being at lower prices. The easier tone was at- 
tributed to the decline in wheat. The market 
Opened %@\c under, a good demand from shorts, 
advanced \c, reacted, losing the advance, become 
firmer, and closed a shade lowerthan yeterday. 
The feature today was the narrowing of the pre- 
mium of May over nearer deliveries, The govern- 
ment report would indicate an increase in yield of 
9,000,000 bushels over that one month ago. 

Oats were unsettled, with fair trading in May. 
The weakness in wheat had a depressing effect, and 
under fair selling prices for May declined 4@%{c 
from yesterday’s close. Buying by a prominent 
operator, however, caused a reaction of44¢, and the 
market closed steady at 44c below yesterday. 

The provision trade was somewhat featureless, 
In open market October pork was traded in spar- 
ingly at $10.50, Generalitrading wasslow, There was 
no larger iddividual purchases.

FOR TELEGRAPHIC WORK BETWEEN 
ATLANTA AND BIRMINGHAM. 


The Lease of the Wires of the Georgia Pacific 
Railroad Telegraph Line by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. 


The wires belonging to the Georgia Pacific 


railroad will be run into the Western Union offices 
on the 15th instantand that*company will assume 
control of the line from Atlanta to Greenville, Miss., 
a distance of 600 miles. 

The purchase of this line will require the estab- 
lishment of fifty new Western Union offices. and 
will also be of great benefit to the public, as hereto- 
fore all telegrams to Birmingham have been sub- 
ject to two tariff. In future the direct line will 
reduce the charges one- half 

The Western Union company have determined on 
many improvements which will be begun at once. 
Three wires will be added to the one alleady 
stretched and the entire line will be continued to 
New Orleans. 

This will give the company two direct wires to 
New Orleans over widely diverging tracts o 
country. The advantage is that should an accident 
happen to one line the other will be serviceable. 

The purchase of the Georgia Pacific wire leaves 
only one railroad in America that is not covered 
by the Western Union company. The East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia road own their own wire 
from Rome to Macon. The Western Union, how- 
ever,bas offices atevery terminal point on that road. 

A new wire was stretchad today from New York to 
Atlanta and placed in uperation at the office here 
This wire runs by the way of Charlotte to New 
York. The former one passed through Augusia. 
The increased business of Atlanta made the addef: 
wire necessary. 

The contract with the Georgia Pacific railroad 
was signed at the offices in New York, and the price 
paid has not as yet leaked out,
